Haultain and Betts moved to substi- 
tute the amendment, that the assembly 
favored license but would ask that the 
federal government should take a vote by 
districts. Thedebate was continued in the 
evening session, when Haultain withdrew his 

mendment and Cayley ana Tweed moved, 
hat an amendment be added to original 
motion, that in the event of a vote not belng 
taken, a stringent license system should be 
substituted for the prohibition law. The 
debate lasted until ten, when the amend- 
ment was defeated by fourteen to six, and 
the original motion carried by the same vote.

EDMONTON DISTRICT. 

Last mall a letter was received from a 
gentleman in Medicine Hat asking for in- 
formation about the Edmonton District asa 
field for emigration, He intends delivering 
addresses in Ontario this winter, and desires 
as much reliable information about the north 
west as can be procured. As there may be 
others who are not cognizant of the facts it 
may be as well to give the subject publicity 
through the columns of the BULLETIN. The 
impression seems to prevail among many 
people living in the east, that lying so far 
north as it does. this part of the creat west 
is subject to all the rigorsof au arctic climate. 
That such is not the case many will not be- 
lieve, und are not likely to be convinced ex- 
cept by personal observation, It is always 
wise in describing a place, or district, to tell 
the eimple truth and stick closely to facts, as 
people of common sense will be the sooner 
convinced in that way than by any highly 
colored description that may be given. A8 
this is the oldest settled place in the North- 
west there lias sufficient time elapsed for itto 
establish a record,and give the settlers ample 
opportunity to judge by experience, of its 
capabilities as an agrienltural country. On 
its past experience then let it be judged. The 
settled district may be described as a belt 
from ten to twenty-five miles wide, and ex- 
tending along the North Saskatchewan for 
about 35 miles, and drained by that river. 
General farming operations have been carri- 
ed on in this belt for say, ten years, and 
during that time wheat has never been a 
total failure but once. and that was last year. 
This year the crop was an exceptionally 
heavy one, but was equalled in yield by the 
one of two years ago. Last season the only 
crop harvested was onts and it was good. 
Threshing for this year is well on and some 
phenomenally heavy yields are reported. 
George Sutherland of the Sturgeon River 
settlement last week threshed 620 bushels of 
oats from 6 acres, by measure, and as the 
grain is plump and heavy the yield will be 
considerably more by weight. J. H. Long 
of the same place had 50 bushels of oats from 
one load. The average yield as nearly us can 
be ascertainod however, will be about 30 
bushels of wheat, 65 of oats and 50 of barley 
per acre. The sample is good, and all unin- 
jured by frost. The first frost of the season 
was on the evening of September 19th, and 
then only light, but by that time grain was 
all cut and out of danger. The root crop, 
particularly potatoes, was good but nothing 
extraordinary for here. Carrots, beets, 
turnips and all garden stuff yielded well, and 
were saved in good order, the only damage 
being trom grabs in land that has been work 
ed for some years. In past years as a rule 
crops have been pretty sure, the only danger 
being from an occasional frost in the early 
part of August in some localties. But the 
years exempt from frost, while the crops 
were growing, were more than those in 
which damage was done. 

The farmers as a class are doing well, and 
have always had a ready market for their 
suplus stock and produce. Most of them 
are engaged in mixed farming, as it is more 
profitable than by making a specialty of any 
one line. The supply has never equalled the 
demand, in flour, butter and meat and large 
quantities are shipped in annually, and in 
consequence the prices procured for those 
articles have been good. The prosperity of 
the community is seen in new buildings and 
fences, and by the purchase of agricultural 
machinery, there being about $8,000 expend - 
ed this year in implements aloue. A 


phenomenally deep rich soil, good water, 
plenty of timber forfuel and building pur- 
poses, nutritious grasses, and a climate 
second to none, make this a most favored 
country for farming. There is no fuel pro- 
blem to solve, as nature has provided most 
liberally, in the vast coal beds underlying the 


whole country. Coal is delivered from the 
mines, of which there are four in operation, 
‘Ton $8.50 per ton, and on tho Sturgeon and 
in many of the cotlees, seams are ‘plainly 
visible tu the naked eye, several feet in 
thickness. It is lignite, very black in color, 
and burns clearly, making a strong fire, but 
leaving few clinkers. If the water communi- 
cation was improved enough to allow flat 
bottomed boats to reach Winnipeg without 
transhipment, the quostion of. fuel supply 
for Manitoba would be settled, as there is 
sufficient coal in this district to warm that 
province for all time. Placer gold mining toa 
limited extent is carried on in the sand bars 
of the river and good wages made at it, dur- 
ing the summer months. An extensive trade 
is also carried on with the north country by 
the merchants, and one that will increase as 
time goes on, as this place is now the base 
of supplies for the far north and will become 
one of the commercial centres of the west as 
go2n as communication by rail is secured 
with the outside world. Everything is expen- 
sive judged by eastern values, owing to 
the long haul by team of two hundred miles 
across the prairie from Calgary, but as this 
giyes employment to an army of freighters, 
the money paid for it, docs notleaye the coun- 
try. The long distance froin the centre of 
of life and business, along the railway line, 
has prevented travellers and emigrants from 
coming here, or even knowing of the exist- 
ance of such a place, but the firm conviction 
of all who have braved the long journey, is 
that the fertile belt of the Territories is along 
the North Saskatchewan River. It is true 
we have no Chinook winds, such as those 
experienced farther south, but there are days 
during the winter when the air is mild and 
pleasant. Our winters are not so severe, and 
a total absence of blizzards, make them 
much more pleasant than in the Province of 
Manitoba. Cattle are asa rule stabled dur- 
ing the nights of winter, although some have 
no other shelter than an open shed ora 
stack, and come out fat and healthy in the 
spring. The snow however is too deep for 
grazing during the cold weather which 
necessitates stall feeding during that period.
